Denton business men do not seem to 
realize the indisputable fact that it is 
tile women who do most of the buy- 
ing, and attention to their comfort 
while in town worth! be not only a 
gracious act but, viewed from a sel­ 
fish standpoint, it would yield big re­ 
turns. — Denton Chninicle. 
State Pres:-,, commenting, says: 
In 
tile eitie* the women do seven-tenths 
of the retail buying. 
In the smaller 
towns the percentage is perhaps not 
quite so high. but there is little dif­ 
ference. 
in the country the women do 
less buying proportionately because 
they can go to tile stores less conven­ 
iently than the men. 
The country 
bornan is handicapped by bad roads 
tor the most part and slow convey­ 
ances. 
A trip 
to town is a good 
deal of an undertaking, and after the 
i country woman gets there she finds 
that a day s shopping requires the 
expenditure of much nervous energy 
and the very careful husbanding of 
her patience. 
If she has children

houses. 
It is easier to sit at the 
home and shop from a catalogue than 
to fight the mud ten miles into town 
and then put in a bad day against 
many discomforts. 
The business men 
of the small towns have not been as 
thoughtful of the 
county women’s 
comfort as they should have been. 
No woman likes to sit around a store 
after her shopping is done, waiting 
for her husband or son to get ready 
to drive her back home. 
There 
should be a central rendezous for the 
ladies from the country, where they 
may rest in comfort, with or without 
their children; 
wash their 
faces, 
brush their hair and enjoy the same 
sort of comforts and conveniences 
that men demand for themselves. 
A 
woman’s natural modesty as weli as 
common rights should be safeguard­ 
ed jealously by those who profit by 
her patronage of their establishments 
and to deny to the country women so 
small a concession as a rest room, or 
waiting room or whatever one may 
prefer to call it, in exchange for their 
business favors is a policy at once 
unjust and shortsighted.

The farmers of Texas do not raise 
enough cereals and forage crops for 
their own farm animals. They ex­ 
pend. according to a recent eonsus re­ 
cent census report issued by the fed­ 
eral department of Commerce 
and 
Labor, $10,8^0,OOO annually for feed 
sfcnff. 
The official figures show that 
twenty-seven per cent of the farmers 
buy feed. 
Peter Radford, president 
of the 
farmers’ union, in discussing the sub­ 
ject, said: 
“ A farmer should, as a 
rule, raise his own feed. 
While cot­ 
ton is our money crop and the mois­ 
ture requirements of cotton and cere­ 
als are in a measure antagonistic, 
and nature usually favors cotton, yet 
a farmer should plant enough feed to 
take his stock through the season. ’ ’ 
The farmers of Wise county expend 
$59,839 annually for feed-stuffs. 
1025 
of the farmers of this county report 
purchases of feed stuffs and the an­ 
nual expenditure per farms reporting 
is $58. 
By proper diversification of 
crops this money can be kept at home.

SKY SOUNDING B A L L O O N 


Ribs Till They Burst, Then Parachute 
Down With Their Records. 
The limit to which manned balloons 
can ascend is about 30.000 feet, but a 
sounding balloon lately sent up in Italy 
at the University of Pavia reached ii 
height of 121.000 feet or nearly twenty- 
three miles. 
At regular intervals, simultaneously 
in all the large countries, the weather 
observers make tests of the upper air 
by means of sounding balloons. These 
balloons are usually about six feet in 
diameter and are filled with free hy­ 
drogen gas. They carry an instrument 
called a meteorograph, which registers 
and records the altitude, temperature, 
humidity and wind velocity. Since the 
balloons rise with great speed and a1 
most in a vertical line the ascents re­ 
semble somewhat the descent of a lead 
line from a ship in the ocean, and this 
resemblance accounts for the name 
“sounding balloon.” 
Eventually" the 
balloon reaches a height above which 
it cannot go. 
If the gas bag is of silk 
it collapses 
If it is of india rubber it 
explodes 
In either case a parachute 
descends, bringing the recording ap­ 
paratus with it. 
The greatest height attained by one 
of the balloons in the United States 
was at Huron, S. D., on Sept. I, 1910. 
That ascent was 30,400 meters or a lit­ 
tle less than nineteen miles. 
Wherever the sounding balloons have 
have been used, whether near the 
equator or in northern latitudes, the 
records have shown that after six 
miles above the earth the temperature 
no longer drops rapidly as the instru­ 
ment ascends, but at times becomes 
stationary. 
The lowest temperature during the 
recent remarkable flight was TO 4-10 
degrees below zero, F., at a point 
twelve 
and 
one-half 
miles 
high.— 
Youth's Companion.
